Trade with the South.
Tuaost of our  business men who have
rocently been teking upon themselves the
task of reising the necessary capital to estab-
lish steamship communication between tiis
city and several Southern poris, and those,
also, who have liberally subscribed to the
required fund, certainly deserve the cordial
thanks of this community. It s by no means
an agreeable labor to collect subscriptions for
a private or public enterprise of any kind,
nor has it ever been here a light and easy
inbor to discharge. Our people are not as
wide awake to their industrial and commer-
cial Interests as are those of New York and
Boston, or, at this time, even Baltimore ; and
it needs a great deal of stirring up of the
dry bones among us to push a steamship pro-
jact, especially, to a successful result. But
there are, just mow, pecullarly powerful
motives and Inducements to stimulate our
manufacturers and wmerchants to unprece-
dented efforts to bulld up our maritime trade,
and particularly that with the cities on our
Southern seaboard.
The present value and prospective growth
of that trade cannot be overestimated. The
South has not ouly & great dezl to buy from
the North, but a greas deal tosell to the North
in return, And this gection is likely to be
yery largely profited in both ways. That ex-
tensive district of country which was the seat
and theatre of the late Rebellion found itsalf, at
the close of the war,in aneXeoedingly enfechbled
and exhausted condition, Its industry was sus-
pended, its commerce lvtarrupted, its rail-
ways and other internsl lmprovements serl-
ously damaged and kept out of repair, while
its entlre people were reduced to extreme
destitution of all the luxurles, and even vory
many of the necessarles, of lile, There is,
therefore, in that quarter of the Unlon a vasl

naked olothed, and the general worlkeof indus-
trinl and commercial restoration must be pro-
secuted. It must raquire severul months —it
may requir sevoral ysars—1o bring the South
back to that menasure of prosperity which it
enjoyed before the Rabellion; and its people,
for & while, at least, w'll have to look abrond

the material that will be wanted to start them
in the hard struggls to retrieve their ruined
fortunes and set them squarely on their feet
again,

The elear policy of toe people of the North
ia to help the Southern prople to rebulld and
equip their dilapidated roads, bring their
furms and plantations again uandor cultivation,
revive their productive energles In allthe vse-
ful arts o) pence, and re establish their trade,
True patriotism and sound national cconomy
urge this course uponus. Every part of a
country benefits in the prosparity of the
whole, and the aggregate result of the harmo-
nious co-operstioa of its people in producing
and consuming, buying sad solling, and re-
ciprocally suoplving each other's wants by
the exchanges of commerce, is the largest

pluess.
Moreover, the Southern States are

tainable 1n equal abundance and with equal
facillty and cheapnesa from any other scource,
to be suffered to lie idle and unimproved.
The North needs their cotton, sugar, rice
tobacco, tar, rosin, turpentine, lumber, and
| mumerous other like staples and commodi-
tios, and 1t is deeplv Interested in the resur-
rection of an industry and a trade which will
secure us those important articles in exchange
for our manufactures, and so forth,

It is undoubtedly true that a people, asa
general rule, will send their goods where they
getthe best price for them, and puarchase their
supplies where they can get them chenpest,
But trade, neveritheless, must take the chan-
| nels that are open ta_it, and seek the markets
| that are, by such means, most accessible to it
Hence, those Northern cities which most
promptly and most liberally feilitate com-
muni¢ation wich the Southern country, espe-
clally by sea, will reap, of neceasity, the
largest share ot the Southern trade. There
can be no question about that fact.  The pro-
position is self-evident, and it Is already find-
ing 1ts wverification in the heavy business
which New York and Baltimore are now car-
l rying on through their steamship connections
| with Southern ports, There Is, indeed, here
| and there, an individual so blind and stupid
!

as to contend that the facilities of
commerce  should not be  supplied
until they are needed, or, in other werds, that
a raillway or a line ot steamers connecting one
place with other places oaght not to be pro-
i vided until there is trade enongh waliting for
| them in advance to demaad their use and to
| fully sustain them at once. It would be just
f as wise lor a farmar to say that the ground
| for the growth of his next year's crop of grain
| shonld not be prepared untll the crop Is ma-
| tured. Such folly as this is hardly worthy of
notice, ‘Lhe fact is, that the.e is now mach
more trade pecding shipment than there is
American shipping to accommodate it; and
those citivs at this end ot the Union which
first and most freely meet this necessity of
the Southern people for getting the merchan-
dise they want, aud sending to a market the
products they have to export, will find their
reward in the result,

] In connection with thls subject It is sald,
| and with considerable truth, that those who
| would cultivate commercial intercourse with

their neighbors, should not unnecessarily
oftend their pride or provoke their enmity.
Whatever severity of censpre the Southern
| Rebels mericed during the war, and will
always deserve from their honest friends, its
‘ expression, now that the Rebellion is con-
l quered, and the Government is trying to re-
l construct the Union, may properly be pre-
| termitted altorether, or at least relieved from
| all that couarseness of language and acri-
mony of invective which can do no possible
| good henceforth, and must ceriainly seriously
‘ injure those who indulge in it. The Southern

people made a fearful mistake in their losur-
l rection. They are sensible of It now, and
| have been and are yet being terribly pun-

crime and its consequences. It Is far more
manly and politic to belp the fullen to risa by
every just and generous ald we can render
them; while every good eitizen must desire,
by kindness and concllistion towards the
Southern people, to speedily and entirely re-
store the unity o! the nation.

FORGERY IN NEW YORK.

Meavy Forgory oun s Hrondway Banlk—
Prominest Brolers tue Yictlms — A
Mysteripus Unse, Eio,

The Wall street business men, who are rarely
ot o losa lor n sensution, were again suppiivd
with texts tor conversation vesterdoy, by the
mdormiuon that a foreery had been commitied
by which a firm of brokers had been victimized
fo the extent of fourteen thoosund dollurs,

As Lhe perpeirator of the telony 18 supposed to
bave remumed 1o the city, the numes and detatls
01 the case hive been suppressed Ly those most
interested in the amair, the tirm believing that a
complete expose of the fucts would rather injure
their business reputation, and the bank odicrrs
not desiving to make publie astatsment that
might prevent tLe capture of the forger and the
recovery ol ms booty,

At un early hour yesterday afternoon it was
rumwored on toe street snd on 'Change that a
torgery bad been committed, by which the
Chatham Natioanl Bank, a financial iustitution
located at the coruer ol John sticet and Broad-
way, hind been the losers ol nearly one hundrixd
thousund dodlurs,  Inquiries were ab once made
at the bank, when the ofiicers furnished the re.
porter with some of the following (acts:—

It is charged that & few months since an  indi-
vidual, whose reul name is unkunown, established
an office down town, 1ssued cards that stated t.e
owner to be in the commission business, and
made daily efiorts to become acquainted with
the most prominent business men ol the oity.
The tirm of which he wus supposed to be the
principal puriner »us styled Cooper & Co. on
the business osrds aud the check-books which
he caused to be spectully engraved tor'hls own
purposes,

A lew days ago the individoal called upon
some brokers down town, showed them a reter-
ence-sheet beuring the siguatures of A. A. Low
& Co., and otber parties ol recognized responss
biltity, and expressed a desire o purchase ten
thousand dollars in gold. To bind the bargain,
he hanoed the brokers a fourteen thousand aol-
lar check ou the Chatham Nationnl Bank. signed
by his own name, and . appearance duly cerd-
tied by the telleerof the institurion,

The check was rsc(:epted nnd ten thousand dol-
lars in gold paid to the man, who at once dis-
appeared wilth the funds, On presentation of
the check Lo the bank, it was ascertained bayond
u doubt that the ingenious rogoe had obtained
by some means or other an impression of the
teller's stamp of cerbification, wherewith he had
cansed to be manufactured a duplicate stamp,
thus being ennbled to counterteit the teller's
vertification signature on us many checks as he
chose to issue, .

The torger, it would appear, escaped al once
with his booty, and hae been entirely lost sight
ol. It is presumed that the **‘working up” ol Lhe
case has been entrusted to the police, at least,
to private oetectives, and all steps will be taken
1o secure the arrest of the guilty party and the
recovery of the money, Meantime, the names
of the victims of the forgery huve been withheld
from the publie, prudence demanding the adop-
tion ot such a measure.— New York Herald.
